Antituberculosis 
Jaundice Outbreak 
Among Drug Users 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
U.S. Public Health Service says 
it is investigating an outbreak 
of jaundice among persons on 
Capitol Hill who were taking an 
antituberculosis drug. 


E i g h t persons have con­ 
tracted jaundice —a symptom 
of liver disease —including two 
newsmen who died this week. 
All were among some 2,000 per­ 
sons who chose to take the drug 
Isoniazid following an outbreak 
of tuberculosis at the beginning 
of this year. 


Isoniazid has proved an effec­ 
tive antituberculosis drug for 
two decades, but it produces 
side effects in 5 to 10 per cent 
of those taking it. One of the 
more rare side effects is liver 
disease. 
Among the more serious liver 
ailments for which jaundice is 
considered a prime symptom is 
hepatitis, a highly infectious in- 
flamation of the liver. Jaundice 
itself is marked by a yellowing 
of the skin, loss of appetite and 
tiredness.

CHILLICOTHE, Ohio (U P I)- 
John Weber, who spent the last 
44 of his 95 years in prison, has 
decided to remain behind bars 
for the rest of his life. 
Weber, Ohio’s oldest prisoner 
who 
often 
refused 
parole 
because he feared he would be 
deported, learned Thursday the 
government no longer wishes to 
deport 
him. 
However, 
he 
decided again he does not want 
to leave the Chillicothe Correc­ 
tional Institution. 
Now virtually bedridden, the 
news from the U.S. Department 
of Justice Immigration and Na­ 
turalization Service pleased We­ 
ber more than the offers of 
freedom. 
It came with a note from the 
prisons acting superintendent, 
William J. Wealon, saying: 
“ This is your Christmas pre­ 
sent for 1970.“ 
Delivered by a prison cha­ 
plain, 
the 
government letter 
said “ because of subject’s ad­ 
vanced age and because a trav­ 
el permit for his deportation is 
not available, his deportation 
will not be effected if 
he is 
released from confinement.” 
Weber, convicted in 1924 for 
the slaying of his 18-month-old 
daughter during a drunken par­ 
ty at his farmhouse near Ba­ 
tavia, Ohio, had immigrated to 
the U.S. a few years earlier 
from Austria-Hungary. 
Sentenced to life, Weber said 
he would remain in prison until 
death because of his ill health 
and because he would not know 
how to live in today’s world.

Jennings Randolph, the veteran 


Democrat from West Virginia, 


has decided to retain chairman­ 


ship of the Senate Public Works 


Committee. As a result, the job 


will not go to Sen. Edmund S. 


Muskie, considered the front 
runner for the 1972 Democratic 


presidential nomination. 


The chief beneficiary of Ran­ 
dolph’s decision is Sen. Harri­ 
son A. Williams of New Jersey 
who can clai-m the chairman­ 
ship of the Senate Labor Com­ 
mittee when the 92nd Congress 
convenes in January. 
Randolph has not announced 
his plans but it has become 
known that he has made a firm 
decision to stay on as chairman 
of the Public Works panel and 
not use his seniority to take 
over the Labor Committee. He 
has passed the word to Wil­ 
liams, who was next in line for 
the labor post. 


Randoph’s decision although 
generally expected, denies Mus­ 
kie a chairmanship —always a 
good forum for a presidential 
candidate. Muskie would have 
moved up to the chairmanship 
if Randolph had relinquished 
the post. 
The Public Works Committee 
does not rank in prestige with 
For ei -gn Relations, Finance, 
Judiciary or Armed Services 
but chairmanship of any Senate 
committee provides a certain 
amount of public exposure.

Baton Rouge, La. 
“ Did you shoot any Vietna­ 
mese people near the ditch in 
My Lai on March 16 , 19 6 8 ?” the 
lawyer said. 
“ No sir, Mr. Brown, I did 
not ” Mitchell said. “ I am posi­ 
tive that I did not shoot any-

The prosecution called only 
three witnesses during his case 
almost a month ago—two of 
whom said they saw Mitchell 
aim and fire his combat rifle 
into a ditch lined with civilians.^

“ No sir, I did not,” Mitchell 
replied.

Congress-OK'd Farm 


Bill Victory fpr Nixon

Under the bill, payments to 
any farm er would be limited to

cotton, 
wheat or feed

crops. The administration sup­ 
ported this ceiling in the face of 
efforts by some lawmakers to 
set the limit at $20,000 a year 
for all crops. 
In 19 6 9 , records showed, more 
than a dozen large farm s re­ 
ceived more than $1 million in 
farm subsidy payments and one 
of them got more than $4 mil­

MOOSE, Wyo (U PI)—A space- 
age elk named Monique II is 
dead,

scientists

have started mapping plans for 
a new Monique whose wander­ 
ings will again be watched by 
satellite.

Saturday, bringing to an end a 
unique experiment begun ear­ 
lier in the year.

Tragedy of the ^Os 


Tho usands o f y o ung peo ple wandering aimlessly 
abo ut the co untry — tro o ps dispersing angry citi­ 
zens who had marched o n Washingto n—po lice and 
v igilantes 
v icio usly 
attacking 
demo nstrato rs—a 
jud<re dragged fro m his co urtro o m, beaten and near­ 
ly ly nched—the natio n’s farmland ruined, with tens 
o f tho usand o f families displaced and starv ing— 
Is this a picture o f America in the 19 80s when, as 
many warn us, o ur so cial and env iro nmental pro b­ 
lems will o v erwhelm us and plunge us into re\o lu- 
tio n and chao s? 
. 
Indeed no t. This was .America in the 19 30s m tne 
depths o f the Great Depressio n. 
The wandering y o uths were o nly part o f the v ast 
army o f the unemplo y ed, estimated at so me 16 mil­ 
lio n at its wo rst, o r po ssibly ev ery third wo rker. 
The marchers o n Washingto n were Wo rld War I v et­ 
erans demanding lo ng-delay ed bo nuses. The v igi­ 
lantes appeared—and America’s cherished civ il li­ 
berties disappeared—during 
strikes 
o n the San 
Francisco waterfro nt and in Califo rnia s lush fruit 
and v egetable v alley s. The judge 
was 
nearly 
lv nched in Le Mars, Io wa, by debt-ridden farmers 
who se mo rtgages were being fo reclo sed. The ruined 
farmland was in the great Dust Bo wl, v ictim bo th o f 
misuse o f the land and a p r o l o n g e d dro ught which 
added to all the o ther wo es o f a natio n hanging o n 
the edge o f eco no mic and spiritual disintegratio n. 
The sto ry o f the Sto ck Market Crash and the 
Great Depressio n has been to ld in abso rbing detail 
in a recent bo o k, “ A Natio n in To rment, 
by Ed­ 
ward Ro bb Ellis. Fo r 35 y ears a repo rter and fea­ 
ture writer fo r wire sendees, Scripps-Ho ward and 
v ario us newspapers, Ellis calls the Depressio n the 
natio n’s wo rst crisis, its mo st rending trauma since 
the Civ il War. 
His bo o k almo st pro v es that understatement. The 
crisis fro m 18 61 to 18 6 
d saw a natio n split into tw o 
geo graphical halv es warring against each o ther. But 
the crisis fro m 19 29 to 19 43, when war pro ductio n 
abso rbed the last o f the Depressio n unemplo y ed, 
saw a natio n shattered fro m to p to bo tto m, stunned, 
beaten do wn—in to rment; its Gro ss Natio nal Pro ­ 
duct plummeting fro m $80 billio n to $40, billio n to 
bring its eco no mic sy stem clo se to co llapse, and 
with it, its sy stem o f demo cratic go v ernment. 
Ev en fo r tho se who liv ed thro ugh the Depressio n, 
“ A Natio n in To rment” tells an unbeliev able sto ry 
o f heart-rending perso nal and natio nal tragedy o f 
breadlines and apple sellers and Okies, o f fantastic 
panaceas like Techno cracy and the To wnsend Plan, 
o f demago gues like Father Co ughlin and Huey Lo ng 
(who m Ellis calls “ America’s first genuine dicta­ 
to r” ), o f the New Deal and NRA and WPA and 
CCC, o f a single dust sto rm blo wing 50 millio n to ns 
o f to pso il fro m the prairies into the Atlantic, o f 
painc-stricken bankers pleading with Franklin D. 
Ro o sev elt to take them o v er—and o f these same 
men later castigating FDR as a Fascist an<^ o r 
Co mmunist. 
Fo r tho se who were fo rtunate eno ugh no t to hav e 
had to liv e thro ugh it, especially tho se who think 
things are so bad we need a rev o lutio n to day , the 
sto ry o f the Depressio n sho uld be required reading. 
“ A successful rev o lutio n is o ne in which po wer 
shifts fro m o ne gro up to ano ther,” writes Ellis. 
“ The New Deal bro ught abo ut a so cial rev o lutio n, 
fo r po wder shifted fro m Wall Street to Washingto n, 
fro m capitalists to o ther classes o f Americans But 
fo r the mo st part it was a peaceful and blo o dless 
rev o lutio n. 
“ President Ho o v er used the Army to driv e the 
bo nus army fro m the center o f Washingto n, se\eia l 
go v erno rs called o ut the Natio nal Guard to deal 
with diso rders in their ho me states, but President 
Ro o sev elt nev er emplo y ed military might against 
Americans. And nev er did Ro o sev elt beco me a dic­ 
tato r*. . . 
“ The New7 Dea' changed, but nev er destro y ed, the 
basic structure o f o ur eco no mic and po litical sy stems. 
Ro o sev elt sav ed capitalism despite capitalists.” 
It was also a rev o lutio n in that fo r the first time 
in American histo ry the federal go v ernment as­ 
sumed respo nsibility fo r so cial and eco no mic plan­ 
ning and fo r the welfare o f its citizens. 
And a strange thing: Thro ugh it all. thro ugh all 
the misery and suffering, despite the mutterings 
abo ut rev o lutio n, no o ne to o k o ut his anger o n the 
po o r o ld flag o r wro te o ff the American dream as a 
failure, as so many o f us seem so ready to do to ­ 
day . 
The so cial refo rms begun during the Depressio n 
remain unfinished business, co mpo unded by new 
crises unique to o ur o wn time. But while lo o king 
ahead to what remains y et to be do ne, Americans 
o we it to themselv es to lo o k back o n so me o f the 
darkest day s in the natio nal histo ry to appreciate 
ho w far they hav e co me since then in freedo m, de­ 
mo cracy and justice. 


Hope in Alaska 


Oil has fo cussed an unaccusto med spo tlight o n 
Alaska, but if America has gained the wisdo m to 
kno w the difference between the things it can and 
canno t change, we can lo o k to that state with ho pe 
fo r ano ther reaso n. 
The Eskimo s, the nativ e peo ples o f Alaska, were 
no t taken there as captiv es. They were no t co n­ 
quered by America, They did no t make w7ar o n 
America. Lo ng befo re Alex ander the Great was co n­ 
quering the white man’s w7o rld they had already 
co nquered their o wn white wastelands. And they ne­ 
v er signed away the rights to that land. 
Yet—strange to relate—their o nly demand is a 
chance to wo rk within the sy stem and get a fair 
share o f the actio n. 
But the ho peful sign is that the Eskimo s, who se 
life has alway s been o f necessity pragmatic, are pre­ 
pared to wo rk with the sy stem and within the laws. 
They say : "All we want is a fair share o f what is 
o urs.” 


The 
Nix on 
adm inistration 
m u st soon face u p to the 
alarm ing fact that commu ­ 
nism is mak ing spectacu lar 
gains in the western hemis­ 
phere. 
First in Cu ba and now in 
Chile. Boliv ia, Peru and Pa­ 
nam a m ay be nex t. 
Despite some of the State 
D epartm ent’s perennial 
op­ 
timists, the election of Marx - 
ist-Leninist Salv ador Allende 
as president of Chile was a 
m ajor 
political 
v ictory 
for 
Ru ssia and a seriou s setback 
for U.S. policy in Latin Amer­ 
ica. 
Co mmie Vet 
Allende is a v eteran of the 
Commu nist International. He 
tops Cu ba’s Fidel Castro as 
Moscow’s man in Latin Amer­ 
ica. 
His v ictory m ark s the de­ 
mise of the Alliance for Prog­ 
ress which President Kennedy 
inau gu rated “ to improv e and 
strengthen dem ocratic institu ­ 
tions” in the western hemis­ 
phere. It will encou rage other 
Latin-American leftists to seize 
power. 
Specialists on commu nism 
ex pect Peru and Boliv ia to 
follow Chile in forming “ coa­ 
lition” 
gov ernments 
where 
M arx ists-Lenists predom inate. 
Bu t it is Panam a and the 
Canal that are lik ely to be the 
Kremlin’s nex t m ajor target. 
This was rev ealed by Ru ben 
Dario Sou za, secretary of Pa- 
n a m a ’ s Commu nist party 
k nown as the “ People’s P ar­ 
ty .” 
Sou za was in Moscow in 
September and had sev eral 
conferences with the Sov iet 
party chief Leonid Brezhnev . 
He m ak es no secret of his u l­ 
tim ate goal—ex pu lsion of the 
United States from the P a­ 
nam a 
Canal 
and 
how 
he 
hopes to achiev e it. 
In a statem ent to the Krem­ 
lin’s global propaganda jou r­ 
nal “ New Times,” Sou za dis­ 
closed that Gen. Omar Tor- 
rijos, chief of P anam a’s ru l­ 
ing military 7 ju nta, has been 
collaborating 
with 
Ru ssia’s 
agents. 
In 
December, 
19 69 , 
fou r 
ju nta colonels tried to depose 
Torrijos. They accu sed him of 
allowing pro-Commu nists, in­ 
clu ding Foreign M inister Ju an 
Antonio Tack , 
to penetrate 
Panam a’s gov ernment. How­ 
ev er, with the help of the 
Commu nists and their Nation­ 
al Labor Center, Torrijos de- 
f e a t e d 
the 
colonels who 
sou ght refu ge in the Panam a 
Canal Zone which has been 
u nder U.S. control since 19 03. 
There is no ev idence that 
Torrijos is a hard-line Com­ 
mu nist. He belongs, as Sou za 
said, to the “nationalist wing 
of Panam a’s arm y which is 
influ enced 
by 
the 
general 
shift 
to 
the left 
in 
Latin 
Am erica.” 
Bu t Moscow obv iou sly re­ 
gards him as a “ Kerensk y ” 
who will smooth the Commu ­ 
nists’ way to power. 
It was by su bv erting the li­ 
beral policies of Alex ander 
Kerensk y , Ru ssia’s first and 
o nl y 
Democratic 
prem ier, 
that Lenin and his Bolshev ik s 
were able to seize power in 
19 71. 
A sim ilar role was play ed 
recently 
by 
the 
Christian 
Dem ocratic 
President 
Eu - 
dardo Frei, Allende’s prede­ 
cessor in Chile.

Nev ertheless, Assistant Dis- 
t r i c t A t t o r n e y Richard 
Spragu e 
told 
my associate 
Brit Hu me that state and fed­ 
eral inv estigators hav e a de­ 
tailed theory of the m u rders 
reaching high into the u nion 
hierarchy . 
“ I hav e some specifics,” he 
said. “ I hav e a pretty good 
idea of the chain of com­ 
m and.” 
Does it reach the u nion’s

Three Clev eland men. one 
of their wiv es, and Hu ddles­ 
ton hav e been charged with 
the m u rders.

Chief Ju stice W arren Bu rger 
in the position of preju dging a 


famou s 
crim inal 
case, 
has 


been discov ered by this co­ 
lu mn. Copies of the transcript 
hav e been circu lated in cou rt 
circles, mak ing the Chief Ju s­ 
tice the su bject of sharp criti­ 
cism. The transcript qu otes 
Bu rger, in a case inv olv ed 
black militants, as stating: 
“ Those 
are 
seriou s 
crim es 
that they are gu ilty of.” 


Since the su spects hav en't 
been conv icted, the statem ent 
wou ld rank as a gigantic goof 
by the nation’s highest ju rist. 
R ather than depend on the 
transcript alone this colu mn 
located a tape recording of 
the cou rt hearing. 
Bu rger's 
comment, heard clearly , was 
phrased, “ If they are gu ilty ” 
— a perfectly proper observ a­ 
tion. As a resu lt of ou r in­ 
qu iries, the dam ning trans­ 
cript is now being corrected. 


F a n c y Dollars — The 
babble of Wall Street ru m ors 
and fears of a dollar dev alu a­ 
tion hav e sent U.S. officials at 
home and abroad u p the walls 
with denials of impending fi­ 
nancial disaster. The U.S. has 
tak en pains to squ elch ru m ors 
that the Bu reau of Engrav ing 
is secretly printing u p a new 
brand of dollars and that the 
federal gov ernment has all 
foreign 
bank 
accou nts 
of 
Am erican citizens u nder indi­ 
v idu al su rv eillance. Another 
report, 
with perhaps 
more 
m eat to it, is that strong re­ 
strictions are planned to pre­ 
v ent American citizens from 
opening new foreign bank ac­ 
cou nts. 


W he n 
American 
troops 
mov ed into Cambodia, m em ­ 
bers of the Hou se of Repre­ 
sentativ es introdu ced 17 bills 
try ing to tell the President of 
the United States — already 
engaged in a m ajor war oper­ 
a tion 
— 
ex actly 
how 
he 
shou ld hav e proceeded. They 
didn’t k now the confidential 
information 
he 
possessed 
abou t the 
“ sanctu aries” 
of 
the enemy or the real reasons 
for the mov ement ou r troops 
su ddenly lau nched as a m i­ 
litary necessity . 
Now — strange as it may 
seem — the Hou se of Repre­ 
sentativ es, by a v ote of 2 8 8 to 
39 , has passed a resolu tion 
declaring that the President 
s ho u l d 
consu lt 
Congress 
“whenev er 
feasible” 
before 
inv olv ing the forces of the 
United States in arm ed con­ 
flict. Ev en when it isn’t “ fea­ 
sible,” the Hou se feels 
he 
shou ld “ prom ptly ” report to 
Congress why he took su ch a 
step. 
H arm less Resolu tion 


The new resolu tion by itself 
is believ ed harm less by its 
critics and is ex pected to pass 
the Senate. Rep. Clement J. 
Zablock i, Democrat of Wis­ 
consin, chief sponsor of the 
resolu tion, say s he is su re the 
adm inistration will not object 
to it. He declares, howev er, 
that the m easu re is important 
as ex pressing “ the sense of 
Congress” that it wishes to be 
informed at all times abou t 
the 
“ com m itm ent” 
of 
U.S. 
troops. 
While the new 
resolu tion 
does not mention the Cambo­ 
dian action of a few months 
ago, it obv iou sly is related to 
the strategic mov e m ade to 
destroy enemy bases and in­ 
flict a sev ere blow on the po­ 
wer of the North Vietnamese. 
Vice President Ngu y en Cao 
Ky of Sou th Vietnam, who is 
v isiting in this cou ntry , told 
the stu dents at the West Point 
M ilitary Academy the other 
day that the Cambodian in­ 
cu rsion had forced the Viet 
Cong to resort to low-lev el 
gu errilla w arfare. 
He 
said 
“ they are back to where they 
were ten y ears ago.” 
M ilitary ex perts say that 
the destru ction of the Com­ 
m u nist 
bases 
in 
Cambodia 
was one of the most telling 
actions of the whole Vietnam 
w ar and indeed, may prov e to 
hav e been the tu rning point. 
Yet, while it was going on, 
some m em bers of Congress 
were condemning the adm in­ 
istration for allegedly v iolat­ 
ing its pledge not to mak e 
any more commitments abroad 
ex cept 
with 
the 
consent 
of Congress. The declaration 


of the President of the United 
States that the mission was 
tem porary was v iewed with 
sk epticism, and efforts were 
made in Congress to pass re­ 
solu tions seek ing to limit the 
presence of ou r troops 
în 
Cambodia. 
The 
ex pedition 
was 
completed 
su ccessfu lly 
and 
American 
forces 
were 
withdrawn within the tim e set 
by the administration. 


The cu rrent resolu tion rem ­ 
inds the President that only 
Congress has the power to de­ 
clare war bu t notes that Con­ 
gress allows “ the President 
in certain ex traordinary and 
em ergency circu m stances” to 
defend the United States and 
its citizens “ withou t specific 
prior 
au thorization 
by 
the 
Congress.” 
The reason 
for 
this is that the Constitu tion it­ 
self 
mak es 
the 
President 
commander-in-chief 
of 
the 
arm ed forces of the nation. 
He cou ld not possibly operate 
them effectiv ely if he had to 
rev eal in adv ance to 5 35 Con­ 
gressm en all the secrets ob­ 
tained abou t enemy 
“sanc­ 
tu aries,” thu s telling ou r ad­ 
v ersaries ex actly when and 
where 
they 
wou ld 
be 
at­ 
tack ed. 
The 
Cambodian 
incu rsion 
achiev ed its object becau se it 
was 
su rprise 
attack . 
Ev en 
m any officials inside the ad­ 
ministration 
weren’t 
told 
prior to the act. The secret 
had to be k ept to prev ent the 
North Vietnamese from fin­ 
ding ou t abou t the plan and 
preparing 
to 
defend 
them ­ 
selv es in the 
areas 
where 
they had assembled their su p­ 
plies. When the history of the 
Vietnam War comes to be 
written, the Cambodian ex pe­ 
dition will prov e to hav e been 
one of the most tim ely and 
decisiv e ev ents of the entire 
conflict. 
Acted on Cou ncil 
For political reasons, the 
critics of the President hav e 
nev er ceased to talk abou t the 
Cambodian 
affair 
as 
if 
it 
were some misdeed on the 
part of the President. Actu al­ 
ly , he was acting on the cou n­ 
sel of m ilitary adv isers and 
saw an opportu nity to weak en 
the enemy and to bring the 
w ar to an early close.

For the first time, retirees re­ 
ceiv ing tax able pensions or an­ 
nuities m ay hav e their income 
tax es withheld from these pay ­ 
m ents as they did during work­ 
ing y ears. As a result, if the 
withholding is enough, they can 
av oid the inconv enience of fil­ 
ing a declaration of estimated 
income tax and making quarterly 
pay ments. 
The new regulations become 
effectiv e 
with 
pay ments 
re­ 
ceiv ed in 197 1. To take adv an­ 
tage of the plan, a retiree must 
fill out a new Internal Rev enue 
Serv ice Form, W-4 P, and send 
it tp the bank, insurance com ­ 
pany or other pay er from which 
he receiv es his pension or an- 
nu:/V pay ments. 
While the bank or insurance 
company 
is required to hon 
such a request, it’s up to the 
indiv idual if he wants to take 
adv antage of it. And a retiree 
who participated in the 
plan 
m ay drop out of it at any time. 
The regulations do not affect 
pay ments from Social Security , 
Railroad Retirement or the Vet- 
e r a n s Administration. Those 
benefits are tax ex emDt and do 
not hav e to be reported on a 
return.

Instructions for 
Planting Given 


Fall is one of the bu siest 
planting seasons in California, 
hence a word abou t the me­ 
chanics of planting wou ld seem 
timely . 
Starting 
shru bs 
and 
trees off on the right foot is all 
important to their fu tu re well 
being. 
The following prim er pertains 
to the transplanting 
of con­ 
tainer-grown trees and shru bs 
or balled plant m aterial. The 
latter refers to plants which are 
field grown, then du g by the 
g r o w e r . The root ball

wrapped,

bu rlap, 
then transported to the retail 
nu rsery for home garden u se. 
Most shru bs and trees are 
sold in containers from one gal 
Ion to fiv e gallon-size. If y ou 
are transplanting these as soon 
as y ou get home, hav e the nu r­ 
sery m an snip the sides of the 
container for y ou . If there is

leav e the container intact to 
prev ent dry ing ou t. 


planter mix (5 0-5 0 is the u su al 
combination) and retu rn enou gh 
of the mix tu re so that the plant 
is at the same depth it was in 
the nu rsery container. As y ou 
fill-in arou nd the rpot ball, firm 
the soil to prev ent air pock ets 
from forming. Bu ild a tem pora­ 
ry basin arou nd newly planted 
shru bs and trees to mak e irri­ 
gation easier. Water slowly and 
thorou ghly . 
More trees and shru bs are 
av ailable in nu rseries now with 
their roots balled in bu rlap than 
at any tim e of the y ear. These 
are simply planted, bu rlap and 
all. Again dig a generou s hole, 
and combine soil and planter 
mix —retu rning enou gh to the 
hole so that the top of the ball 
is at soil lev el when it is set in 
the hole. Fill-in arou nd the root 
ball with the prepared soil and 
then mou nd a water basin as 
abov e.

The best part abou t shru bs is 
that, indiv idu ally , they can also 
be seasonal highlights.

An ex cellent illu stration is the 
heav enly 
bamboo 
(nandina). 
The ev ergreen shru b is prized 
by landscapers for its u pright 
growth and light, airy stru c­ 
tu re. The color interest is m ag­ 
nificent: 
new leav es are tinged 
pink and 
bronzy -red, 
tu rning 
l i ght 
green 
as 
they 
m a­ 
tu re—adding shades of pu rplish- 
shades in winter. M atu re plants 


In contrast to the airiness of 
nandina, the heav y tex tu re of 
photinia is a lu sh, tropical green. 
New growth has an appealing 
bronze color and in winter the 
leav es tak e on a deep reddish- 
bronze color to enliv en the land­ 
scape. This large-growing shru b 
is ideal as a focal point in fou n­ 
dation 
plantings—or 
can 
be 
u sed effectiv ely in the garden 
back grou nd, according to the 
California Association of Nu r­ 
sery men. 
Ternstroem ia is 
a 
mediu m 
grower that ex cels in the land­ 
scape and cool weather brings 
ou t tinges of fall colors that add 
to the personality of the ev er­ 
green plant. The compactness 
of this ov al-leafed shru b creates 
a clean, neat, appearance. 
An u pright 
grower 
is 
do- 
donea— hipseed bu sh. Its bronz- 
ish foliage tak es on a deeper 
hu e in the colder months. For a 
large accent plant, this is a 
good choice. It can be pru ned 
for 
sy m m etry 
and

y ou . 


prov ide the details—bu t Califor­ 
nians shou ld be gratefu l for it, 
and u se it to their adv antage. 
Some 
azalea 
v arieties 
will

shade plants. Rely on y ou r nu r­ 
sery m an’s recommendation for 
planting in a particu lar ex po­ 
su re. 
In setting-ou t azaleas in the 
garden, the two most important 
planting ru les are to prov ide 
good drainage and to u se an 
acid soil. Many gardeners plant 
azaleas in pu re peat moss and 
they lov e it. Be su re, howev er, 
that the peat is set at planting 
tim e and that it nev er dries 
ou t. 
The two most im portant steps 
after planting are to prov ide 
adequ ate food and moistu re. As 
long as drainage is good, it’s 
nex t to impossible to ov erwater 
moistu re-lov ing azaleas. Winter 
rains are often su fficient, bu t 
any prolonged dry spell du ring 
the coming months shou ld be a 
warning to w ater the plants. 
Feeding does wonders to*pro- 


In digging the planting hole, 
be generou s. For gallon-sized 
plants prepare a hole 15 inches 
wide by an equ al depth. For 
plants in fiv e gallon containers 
a hole 2 4 inches in diam eter 
and 2 4 inches deep is recom 
mended.

Stev e Endemano and J o hn Zinda hav e o ne big 
thing in co mmo n. They are winners. 
Fo r that reaso n, Claremo nt-Mudd is a winner. 
Three sho rt y ears ag o , it seemed that wo rd wo uld 
nev er be used fo r C-M in fo o tball. 
The Stag s used to play Caltech at the end o f each 
seaso n in what was called the lo ser’s bo wl. Harv ey 
Mudd students wo uld use their sliderules to demo n­ 
strate why they were superio r to Caltech. 
But Endemano and Zinda chang ed all that. 
Endemano , the All-American, and Zinda, the en­ 
thusiastic hard-wo rking co ach, came to C-M fro m dil- 
ferent paths, but they shared o ne ho no r, a CIF 
champio nship. 
The All-American helped lead undefeated El Ran­ 
cho Hig h to a CIF 4 -A cro wn in 196 6 . A y ear later, 
the co ach g uided Ro y al Oak to a perfect seaso n and 
a 2-A title. 
Because o f Zinda, Endemano stay ed at C'aremo nt-

“ After my freshman y ear, I was really disap­ 
po inted with the fo o tball pro g ram at Claremo nt,” 
Endemano say s no w that his brilliant fo ur-y ear ca­ 
reer is o v er. “ I was co nsidering transferring to ano ­ 
ther scho o l until I met Co ach Zinda. I hav e no reg rets.” 
Big Difference 
Acco rding to Endemano , Zinda made all the dif­ 
ference in the wo rld. “ It’s been g reat play ing under 
Co ach Zinda,” he said. “ The play ers really respect 
him. He is truly co ncerned abo ut the g uy s who play 
fo r him.” 
Erriemano , o ne o f the few Harv ey Mudd students 
o n the team, is happy he didn’t play at a big g er 
univ ersity . “ Our students are v ery enthusiastic,” he 
said “ At a scho o l like this, y o u g et to kno w the 
o ther students. Yo u see them ev ery day .” 
Stev e sav ed his g reatest effo rt fo r the finale last 
week ag ainst Whittier. Fo r sco ring three to uch- 
do wrs and leading the defense in the 35 -20 win, he 
was named the Co lleg e Co -Play er o f the Week—with 
UC Riv erside’s Ty Ho o ks—by the So uthern Califo r­ 
nia fDo tball writers. 
It’; an award he wo n twice last y ear. 
“ Tie Whittier win meant as much as any win in 
my lie ,” Stev e said. “ We went into the g ame ho p­ 
ing it wo uld happen. It was like a dream co ming 
true.” 
Endemano , a seco nd team NAIA All-American 
the beg inning o f the seaso n, then mo v ed back to the 
last y ear, was switched to a flanker’s po sitio n 
at 
halfback spo t fo r the fifth g ame o f the seaso n 
ag ainst Occidental. 
To p Rusher 
Despite play ing o nly fiv e g ames at halfback, En- 
demr,no is the to p rusher in the SCIAC with 7 09 
y ards o n 105 carries, an incredible av erag e o f 6 .8 
per rush. He also to ps the co nference sco ring derby 
with 12 to uchdo wn^ fo r 7 2 po ints and is fifth in re­ 
ceiv ing with 23 catches fo r 4 7 5 y ards, an av erag e o f 
20 .6.. 
If he isn’t an All-American, who is? 
“ I was all fo r the chang e to the flanker’s spo t 
when co ach taiked to m e,” Stev e said, “ because I 
fig ured it wo uld help the team. Fo r perso nal rea­ 
so ns*, I was g lad to mo v e back. I feel mo re at ho me 
as a halfback.” 
Endemano was a 6 0-minute man, play ing o n bo th 
units ex cept fo r a rare rest. “ I do n’t like to sit o ut 
any play , but I realize I need a rest o nce in a while 
fo r the g o o d o f the team ,” he ex plained.

At wo rst 
they file perso nal bankrupcy , a 
trend to day . 
This is a particularly ripe 
y ear fo r budget pro blems. In 
recessio nary perio ds there is 
lo ss o f o v ertime, the supple­ 
mentary seco nd jo b and ev en 
the primary jo b.

A new era of med icine is in­ 
cu bating in laboratories arou nd 
the world . It cou ld spark a me­ 
d ical rev olu tion. In the past, we 
hav e u sed v accinations to in­ 
crease the bod y ’s immu nity or 
resistance to a specific d isease. 
Then antibiotics prov id ed chemi­ 
cals that kelled or limited the 
growth of bacteria. 
Now scientists are stu d y ing 
way s of altering the bod y so it 
won’t be as su sceptible to d is­ 
ease. One or more of these may 
cau se the bod y to be resistant 
to most v iru s infections. This 
cou ld mean that the bod y cou ld 
become resistant to the innu ­ 
merable v iru ses that can cau se 
common cold s. 
Many of these stu d ies are re­ 
lated to the most fu nd amental 
chemical actions of the cells 
throu ghou t the bod y . In this re­ 
gard , they may prov e import­ 
ant in cu ring or prev enting 
cancer.
